ach issue, Hit Parader sojourns back 

in time with a rock and roll celebri- 
ty to learn about his formative years. 
In this special 20 Years Of Metal edi- 
tion, we thought it would be appro- 
priate to make Jason Bonham this 
month’s time traveler. 

How must it be growing up as the son 
of one of rock’s most legendary perform- 
ers? Sure, it must be wonderful being 
surrounded by the fame, excitement and 
music. But it must also be difficult having 
to share your father with the world, 
knowing that months might pass when 
you don’t see each other due to touring 
commitments. And how impossibly diffi- 
cult it must be to have your father die at 
the height of his popularity, when you 
are only 12? Jason Bonham is one of the 
few who knows the answers to such 
questions. As son of Led Zeppelin’s leg- 
endary drummer John “Bonzo” Bonham, 
Jason was exposed to the best- and the 
most outrageous- rock had to offer. He 
was able to witness firsthand the inner 
workings of metal’s most famous band, 
but he also had to suffer through the 
agony of losing his father to the excess of 
the rock and roll lifestyle. 

Today, as Jason’s own band, Bonham, 
scales the heights of rock success, he can 
look back at his formative years with a 
degree of perspective. While at times it's 
still hard for this 25-year-old English born 
drummer to believe that he’s becoming 
successful in the same industry that saw 
his father’s rise to fame and infamy, his 
background has made him wise beyond 
his years, For Jason Bonham, rock and roll 
is more than music, more than mere 
riaegha it for him, it's truly a way of 
ife, 

“| can't remember a time when there 
wasn't music in my life,” he said. “| was 
about three when Led Zeppelin started, 
so | can’t remember a time when my dad 
wasn't in the spotlight. But to me, he 
was obviously more than the drummer in 
Led Zeppelin. He was a really great dad. 
We did a lot together. Most people 
remember him as kind of a wildman both 
behind his kit and off stage. | remember 
him as a wonderful person. | only wish he 
had lived to see the success I’m having. | 
know he really would have gotten a kick 
out of it.” 
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Jason Bonham: “I can’t remember a time when 


~ there wasn't music in my life.” 


One of metal’s most legendary tales is 
how young Jason, then a mere tot of 
about nine, actually once played with 
Zeppelin- with his dad watching from the 
audience. As Zeppelin vocalist Robert 
Plant recalled, “We were playing a 
soundcheck before a concert, and we 
were really tearing through a number- | 
don’t really remember which one. 
Everything sounded quite wonderful, and 
then | happened to look out into the 
seating are a and there’s Bonzo standing 
there with a huge smile on his face. | 
turned around and there was Jason 
behind that massive drum kit flailing 
away, and doing quite a superlative job 
of it.” 

“That story is true,” Jason said. “In 
fact, | remember my dad saying that was 
his only chance to really hear what Led 
Zeppelin sounded like live. Behind his kit 
he had a very different view of what was 
going on. But for that one song, he was 
able to stand back like a fan and just 
enjoy the music. Of course, having his 
son on drums made it even a little more 
enjoyable for him.” 


But his father’s untimely passing in 
1981 left a huge scar on Jason’s psyche. 
Yet somewhat surprisingly, considering 
his first hand knowledge of what a dan- 
gerous combination music and drinking 
can be, young Mr. Bonham is the first to 
admit that he too, sowed a few-too- 
many wild oats in years past. Today, 
however, he seems to have gotten his life 
in total control, and while he doesn't 
deny that he'll down the occasional pint 
if it crosses his path, he’s also well aware 
that he’ll never become a_ rock and roll 
casualty. 

“I've grown up a lot over the last two 
years,” he said. “| had a lot of injuries on 
our last tour and most of them had noth- 
ing to do with the music. | was acting a 
little crazy. Perhaps it's because of my 
father’s legend, but | don’t really think so. 
| think it was just a young guy, tasting a 
bit of success on his own, trying to have 
fun. | don’t regret any of it- except the 
things that caused broken bones (laughs). 
It's all part of rock and roll. It’s been my 
life, and | have every intention to make 
sure it stays that way.” 
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We've sifted through this mind bog- 
gling melé@ of metal music to ask your 
favorite roekers: What sets your band 


apart? 


That's a difficult question to answer 
without blowing your own trumpet, and | 
don’t want to sound big-headed or any- 
thing and neither do the boys. So there- 
fore the only thing | can say is that we're 
honest to the people we play for. We 
don’t get too much on the media. We 
don’t take guest spots on The Tonight 
Show or David Letterman and we don’t do 
guest spots on Solid Gold. You look like 
an idiot on those shows, and the kids lose 
respect for you. We've always kept our- 
selves just enough out of the public eye to 
be a mystery.

sryche concert that’s unlike anything 
else in the rock world. There may be 
more forboding atmospheres at shows 
by everyone from Black Sabbath to Slay- 
er, and there are certainly more frivolous 
surroundings at performances by bands 
ranging from Poison to Aerosmith. But 
someitow Queensryche creates a feeling, 
a special attitude, all its own. Perhaps its 
the intensity that vocalist Geoff Tate, 
gultarists Chris DeGarmo and Michael 
Wiiton, crummer Scott Rockenfield and 
bassist Eadie Jackson bring to each and 
every performance. Maybe it’s the cere- 
bral approach the band so effectively 
utilizes in so many of their songs. What- 
ever their secret may be, as the band 
rocked out on their historic Empire 
world tour, their legion of supporters 
were responding with unprecedented 
fervor. 

“| think there is definitely a different 
kind of feeling at one of our shows,” 
DeGarmo said. “| don’t know what it is. 
This is the first 


time we've headlined, so it’s hard for us 
to really make comparisons. But we have 
toured with bands like Metallica and Def 
Leppard, and while there are elements 
of what we sense at those shows, it 
does seem a little different to us.” 

As DeGarmo indicated, the band’s cur- 
rent road trek marks their debut as are- 
na headliners. At a time when most 
bands are scaling down and cutting 
back- taking what used to be arena 
shows into theaters or even clubs- Queen- 
sryche have seized the opportunity to 
establish themselves as one of the few 
metal bands with true drawing power. 
But after two consecutive platinum 
albums, their current Empire, and its 
illustrious predecessor, Operation:mind- 
crime, there was just no sense for the 
band to do anything other than stake 
out on their own. They admit the con- 
cept of putting so much on the line has 
been scary, but the results have been 
worth the price. 

“We knew we had to headline this 
time,” DeGarmo said. “The kind of 
material we perform lends itself better 
to having two hours on stage. If we 
want to perform Operation:mindcrime 
in its entirety, that takes an hour all by 
itself- even if we scale it down a bit. And 
then we want to play quite a bit off 
Empire. We also know that a lot of the 
fans come to hear some of our earlier 
songs too- and we don't want them 
going away disappointed.” 

As DeGarmo noted, Queensryche’s 
fans are a breed unto themselves, fanat- 
ics that seem to live and breath in 
tempo with the ‘Ryche’s pounding beat. 
For each of them, the chance to see 
their heroes live often turns into an all- 


consuming quest that requires sacrifice, 
determination and creativity that even 
Queensryche’s members would admire. 
One fan in particular, admitted that he 
drove for six hours just to catch that 
evening's performance. 

“There’s no other band in the world 
I'd do that for,” he said. “| had to take 
the whole day off from work. But | 
didn’t care. When | knew they were 
playing here tonight, | planned this day 
for two months. Just being here, know- 
ing what they're capable of doing, is a 
thrill for me.” 

That fan's dedication was quickly 
rewarded as soon as Queensryche took 
the stage. Dressed in black- except for 
DeGarmo who sported an open white 
shirt atop his black jeans- the band cut a 
mean and lean figure as they tore into 
their set. The group’s intensity contin- 
ued to grow over the next two hours as 
they presented a brilliant mixture of old 
and new material, all highlighted by 
effective stage theatrics that worked in 
perfect conjunction with the group’s 
complex lyrical and musical presenta- 
tions. Jet City Woman and Silent 
Lucidity, from Empire, met with imme- 
diate and frenzied crowd responses, but 
it was the band’s lengthy presentation 
of mindcrime that drew the evening's 
loudest ovation. 

“Operation:mindcrime has kind of 
taken on a life of its own,” DeGarmo 
said following the band’s set. “We 
thought that after the Operation:Live- 
crime home video came out that the 
fans might have had their fill of that 
album- | guess we were wrong!”

In one of my tunes, Paul said, “The 
B section is okay, but why not add two 
or three more chords and make this part 
a little longer.” The songwriting process 
really goes back to an earlier period 
when we did songs like Firehouse, Black 
Diamond and Cold Gin. 

PS: We thought about the best stuff 
we've done in the past and used that as 
the standard we have to top. To date, 
Revenge has taken a year. We wanted 
to do the best we could. We wanted to 
push ourselves. We wrote a lot of songs, 
and if one person didn't like the song, it 
was thrown out. Revenge has really 
been a commitment to make an album 
of blood, sweat and tears. It’s been a 
tough album; we've busted our asses. 


HP: You say you're trying to top the 
older stuff. What albums are you using 
as your criteria? 

GS: Bob Ezrin was brought on as pro- 
ducer, because Destroyer in some fans’ 
minds, is the epitome of a Kiss record. 
Certainly there are songs off that record 
that have lasted longer than a lot of 
other material. The quality of 
Destroyer’s songwriting is what we're 
trying to beat. This album isn’t 
Destroyer. We’re not trying to copy 
that in any way, shape or form. 
Revenge is a very powerful, guitar driv- 
en record. 

PS: We pushed ourselves on Destroyer 
to play better and to do things that 
weren't quite as easy. On Revenge, it’s 
been another test to push ourselves, our 
ability, our musicianship and our writing. 
Bruce Kulick: The Hot In The Shade 
tour was really special, it made us realize 
that a lot of classic Kiss stuff really had a 
certain direction that, at times, we 
depart from. Revenge is in that direc- 
tion; tough, tight, riff songs that reflect 
us. Having Bob Ezrin there, someone 
who knows the heart and soul of Kiss 
very well- we always say he’s done the 
best and the worst Kiss albums- is very 
helpful. He knows what we're striving 


for. And you know something, | don’t. 


think I've ever done so many guitar parts 
to make it right. 


HP: What are some of the new songs 
and who did you write them with? 

PS: Do You Want To Touch Me Now | 
wrote with Snake from Skid Row. 
There's a real good feel on this record, 


real real good. We also wrote some 


material with Vinnie Vincent. 


HP; Vinnie Vincent? 

PS: Vinnie has paid for any mistakes 
he’s made in spades. Vinnie’s done 
some things that he regrets, and you 
don’t turn the knife in somebody. He’s a 
great songwriter and there’s great 
chemistry. The word there again is 
chemistry. We got together, buried the 
hatchet and got to work. Vinnie co- 
wrote four songs on Revenge. 

BK: There was one song Gene just 
wasn't happy with, it’s called Unholy. 
We wanted it to relate more to the lyrics 
and Vinnie did that. It’s an odd thing for 
me to have this other past Kiss guitarist 
around helping out, but we realize 
we're all committed to the same thing, 
making a great record. | really dug him. | 
wasn't into copping a stupid attitude 
that’s going to hurt everybody, especial- 
ly the fans. 

PS: We even did a couple of demos 
where Vinnie would come in and show 
Bruce what he played. That's been fine. 
All we've been concerned with is mak- 
ing a great album, not ego bullshit, not 
rock star bullshit. The music’s got to do 
the talking.

ON THE CHOPPING BLOCK 


Hard Luck Rockers Turn Their Fortunes Around With Poetic Justice. 


ccording to guitarist/songwriter Stevie Blaze, inner strength 
is the key to Lillian Axe’s survival. After two albums with a 
_ major label, and endless months on the road, the band found 
themselves in need of a new label, new management, and new 
members. While such odds could have marked the end of an 
era for Blaze, vocalist Ron Taylor and guitarist/keyboardist Jon 
Ster, in this case, it was actually a much needed new begin- 
ning. 


“I'm now the new optimistic person eee csi ee | am," 


Blaze remarks. “I feel 
fortunate to have | 
been able to put out 
two records and | 
make music. My bit- | 
- terness is that no one 
got to hear some «* 
really good songs 
that could have 
“meant something to 
them and stirred their 
emotions. | can 
appreciate someone < 
saying they aren‘t |. 
moved by what we 
-, do, but | can’t appre- 
ciate that they don’t 
_ hear it at all because 
of business reasons. 

“Nobody did any- 
thing mean to us, but 
a lot of involved par- 
ties were negligent 
and didn’t take care 
of the band. That 
affects a lot of peo- | 
ple; us, our families, 
our fans. Everyone 
got hurt. Fortunately, 
I'm writing better 
songs as a result, and 
we'll be able to han- 
dle any situation 
that's put in front of 
us. | don’t hold any 
grudges.” 
_ Although their last 
_ album, Love And 
War, was released in 
1989, it wasn‘tuntil 7 
April, 1991 that 
Lillian Axe was completely stable. By this time, they had recruit- 
ed former Dirty Looks drummer Gene Barnett and Bang Gang 
bassist Darrin Delatte, whose band used to open for Blaze, 
Taylor and Ster. They found a new management home, and 
landed a record deal with Grand Slam. The label's first move 
was to release an introductory compilation (1987-1989) Out 
Of The Darkness Into The Light, featuring ten tracks from 
the previous albums. To open the new year, the group’s third 
recording, Poetic Justice, was on the racks. 

Unlike many of their colleagues who unwillingly follow the 
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Lillian Axe: “We don't hold anyegrud |

trend of outside writers and musicians, Blaze insists that Lillian 
Axe will keep an in-house approach. “! don’t concern myself 
with what other bands do,” he remarks. “I'm concerned about 
what we do, and being honest about it. | look at long-term 
goals, and | believe we can continue what we're doing for 
many more years. There are one-hit wonders, but if | wrote a 
song with someone and it turned out to be a hit, | wouldn't 
feel like | was selling out. We had a keyboard player assist us

Blaze vows that he 
“will not be screwed 
over by anyone ever 
again,” and seems con- 
fident that the threat of 
Shady business no 
longer clouds Lillian 
Axe’s future. His original 
thoughts about the 
group are intact, and 
io =" because of this focus, 
i oe ie ae he says the band is not 

-_ in a state of flux trying 
to find their identity. 
“We're not in a position 
of trying to find out what Lillian Axe is,” he asserts. “We knew 
what we were about from the beginning, and that hasn't 
changed. A lot of groups go with the flow, and while | do 
appreciate Soundgarden and Nirvana, I'm not going to try to 
write songs like theirs, because that doesn’t define us. Poetic 
Justice is an extension of our other albums - better material, 
but in the same vein. | see us experimenting, but not changing 
direction.

2 So what's really going on with 
7’ Guns N’ Roses? Does anybody- 

including the band members them- 
selves- really know? Even when this 
intrepid correspondent recently was able 
to converse with both Slash and Duff 
McKagan, more questions were raised 
than answered. Both seemed to avoid 
discussing the band’s internal strife at 
almost any cost, preferring instead to 
focus any and all conversation on the 
band’s chart topping albums, Use Your 
Illusion, | and Il. However, reading 
between the lines does give an idea of 
what might really be at the heart of the 
latest Guns fiasco. 

“People seem to criticize us no matter 


what we do,” Slash said. “Look at the 
album. We knew we wanted all the 
material out and we didn't want to jam 
all of it on one very long album, Not only 
would that have been real egotistical, but 
releasing it as a two CD package would 
have put a real heavy financial burden on 
the fans. We figured by putting the songs 
on two separate CDs, we'd give ‘em a 
break. They’re not being forced to buy 
both of ‘em at the same time. But we’re 
still being criticized for that. I’ve heard 
people say that stores are getting full 
price for each CD- and that we released 
‘em that way to make more money. 
Wrong! We were expecting some kind of 
backlash because it took so long to get 
the albums out- but that really hasn‘t 
happened. We're always ready to accept 
whatever happens to us. We'll just keep 
doing whatever we want. We certainly 
aren't doing anything for the money, like 
some other bands | could name.” 
Whether they’re in it for the bucks or 
not, there’s no question that despite all 
their recent trials and tribulations, Guns 
N’ Roses are one very rich bunch of rock- 
ers! With sales for the Use Your Illusion 
discs already past the eight million level, 
and receipts from their world tour raking 
in another four million bucks (just think 
what those would be if they hadn't 
delayed their most recent U.S. road trek), 


it’s safe to say that each member of the 
band has put away a neat $10 million 
over the last year alone! Even after 
shelling out $7 million to split from their 
former manager and another million in 
legal fees for a variety of problems, the 
Top Gunners won't need any charity ben- 
efits done in their honor, at least not in 
the immediate future. 

“Money doesn’t inspire us,” McKagan 
said. “We've stayed true to our roots, and 
that’s what really matters.

formation would be an all-consuming 
task for a team of rock scholars. Yet 
through all those changes, one con- 
stant has remained, guitarist Tony 
lommi. Today, lommi is a happy man. 
Not only has Sabbath returned to the 
record label of their birth, Warner Bros., 
after six years of wandering through a 
maze of smaller, less efficient organiza- 
tions, but they've also reunited one of 
their most potent lineups. No, original 
vocalist Ozzy Osbourne hasn't returned, 
but another prodigal son, Ronnie James 
Dio, has. Joining Dio and lommi in this 
latest Sabbath incarnation are original 
Sab bassist Terry “Geezer” Butler and 
long-time Dio cohort Vinny Appice on 
drums: 

"It has been interesting,” the surpris- 
ingly low key lommi said. “To get this 
lineup together, and to make the kind 
of music that we've been able to make 
over the last few months has been sim- 
ply incredible. Working with Ronnie 
again has been a revelation. His time in 


Sabbath was marked by two of our best 
albums (Heaven And Hell and Mob 
Rules) and | think the music we're mak- 
ing now picks up where those left off.” 

Certainly those metal fans who've fol- 
lowed the Sabbath story over the years 
are somewhat surprised that Dio and 
lommi have decided to work again. The

lommi was out to get him- even going 
so far as to state that the guitarist pur- 
posely misspelled his name on the 
band’s live album. Evidently, time, and 
the fact that neither-Sabbath’s or Dio’s 
careers were headed in an upwardly 
mobile direction allowed the two to 
patch their differences and rejoin their 
creative forces. 

“There were many things said at that 


time,” Dio explained. “But | think Tony

“| only practice Satanic worship on 
Thursdays,” Dio joked. “That's rubbish 
of course. The whole topic of ‘Black 
Magic’ and subjects like that seem like 
they're holdovers from anothér era. 
Aren't we past that yet? | think that’s 
always been part of Sabbath's mys- 
tique, but that’s about it. Personally, | 
feel much more comfortable talking 
about how many wins the Lakers will 
have this year.

said. “That's really all that needs to be 
said. “We're not concerning ourselves 
with trying to fit into any radio format, 
but Sabbath never did. I’m sick and 
tired of getting kicked in the butt 
because the long pieces you record 
aren’t accessible enough. Well I’m sorry 
about that, but this band has to live 
within its own metal means. We know 
the way things should be- which is the 
way we want them.” 

One of the topics that has continually 
been at the center of Dio’s career, 
whether it was when he was part of 
Sabbath, Rainbow or fronting his own 
band, has been the subject of “back- 
ward masking,” that controversial prac- 
tice of placing “hidden messages” on 
albums. Judas Priest went to trial last 
year in Arizona over a supposedly hid- 
den message that propelled two trou- 
bled youths into shooting themselves. 
While Dio ducked the question of 
whether or not there will be such studio 
effects on Sabbath’s latest effort, he 
did acknowledge that he has practiced 
“backward masking” in the past. 

“On my first two solo LPs there was 
some backward masking,” he admitted. 
“What we did was take a phrase and 
we backward masked the first word, 
and then forwarded the second word. 
So if you played it backward or for- 
ward, you always got one of them

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backward. You could never figure it 
out. It was just our attempt to annoy all 
those people who were saying that 
‘backward masking will make your chil- 
dren grow horns.’

DS: First off, let me tell everyone that we 


have 15 songs on this album, so there 
really is something for everyone. We 


wrote 25 songs for it, and actually record- 


ed 18. And some of the best songs are 
the three that didn’t make the record! 


One of the big guys from our record label — 


wants us to release one of those songs as 


a single. But among the 15 songs that 


made it are the best songs we've ever 
done. There's Times They Change which is 
more than six minutes long. It has a num- 
ber of different time signatures and it's 
going to be the center-piece of our live 


show for years to come. We grew up on

Love, which deals with honest 


songs like Freebird and Stairway To 


Heaven, classic songs. We think we've got 
one in Times They Change. Some of the 
others are Reach For The Sky, which is 
one of the nastiest songs on the album, 
and Shake This Place, which is a straight- 
up rocker dedicated to all the people who 
wanted to tear the roof off of every hall 
we played last time.

As the “mousse abuse” set 
began to run wild in L.A., a few 
miles up the coast in San 
Francisco, Metallica was launch- 
ing a musical revolution. By strip- 
ping the music back to basics, 
and tossing the fancy costumes 
and the stage makeup in the 
trash, they single-handedly 
brought metal back from the 
precipice. Their war was soon 
joined by the likes of Megadeth, 
Anthrax and Slayer, all of whom 
brought their own unique ele- 
ments to the rock wars. 
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Of course, at the same time the next 
generation of “classic” metal acts were 
being spawned, with the likes of Guns 
N’ Roses and Skid Row taking the form 
to new heights in both an artistic and 
commercial sense. By drawing on metal’s 
heritage, then adding their own special 
twists to themes as old as music itself, 
these bands emerged with a unique 
hybrid that won them acclaim from both 
fans and the media. 

“Man, | grew up listening to Priest, 
Purple and Metallica,” Skid Row’s 
Sebastian Bach said.

ly been in the public eye in recent 
months. First came their historic 
signing with Columbia 
Record 


fora 
report- 
ed$50mil- 
lion, to be 
paid for the 
deliverance of 
seven albums. Then 
came the release of the 
band’s Pandora’s Box great- 
est hits collection, which has 
proven to be one of the most 
successful presentations of 
its kind in rock history. For 
vocalist Steven Tyler, gui- 
tarists Joe Perry and Brad Whit- 
ford, drummer Joey Kramer and 
bassist Tom Hamilton, 

this flood of attention 

has been both wonder- 

ful and worrisome. After 

20 years atop the rock 

world, these bad boys 
from Boston certainly know the benefits 
of media attention, but they also realize 
that big money signing deals and expen- 
sive hits packages can be perceived ina 
negative way by their legion of fans - 
especially in these tough economic times. 

“The last few years have really been 
incredible for Aerosmith,” Perry said. “The 
success we've had with our albums and 
tours has really been something. | think 
our fans know we always want to do 
what's best for them as well as what's 
best for us.” 

Unquestionably, the band’s return to 
Columbia Records, their home for a 
decade prior to their 1982 signing with 
Geffen Records, has sparked the most talk 
within the rock industry. Not only has the 
staggering dollar amount offered the 
band caused tongues to wag, but the 
mere fact that the deal doesn’t even kick 
in for another three years (at which time 
all Aerosmith’s members will be in their 
mid-to-late forties) has caused more than 
a bit of head-scratching from those sup- 
posedly in the know. The facts are these: 
even if Aerosmith manages to supply 
Columbia with albums at 18 month inter- 
vals (which considering their recent 
recording rate seems most unlikely), by 
the time the last album on their new deal 
is released, Tyler and company will all be 
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fast approaching 60! 
“It's an amazing deal - one that 
will set precedents for years to come,” 
one rival record executive said. “But 
you've got to wonder about the business 
sense of the move. Even if Aerosmith 
maintains their current popularity, 
Columbia can’t make money. It’s what is 
known in this industry as a prestige sign- 
ing - one that the label hopes will attract 
other artists to the label. But it’s a big 
gamble as well.” 

So what prompted Aerosmith to resign 
with Columbia while they still have two 
albums remaining on their deal with 
Geffen? After all, Geffen took a big gam- 
ble when they first signed

the band, taking a chance on a 
group with admitted drug prob- 
lems that had been in disarray for the bet- 
ter part of five years. But that gamble cer- 
tainly paid off. When the band members 
cleaned up their acts they proceeded to 
make the most successful albums of -their 
careers, with such monsters as 
Permanent Vacation and Pump selling 
in excess of 10 million copies. Rumor has 
it that the band has been more than a bit 
miffed over the fact that they feel they've 
lost their preeminence at Geffen in recent 
years to none other than Guns N’ Roses. 
Tyler has mentioned in private that he 
feels Aerosmith has been placed in a sec- 
ondary position, and that despite their 
alt sales, they’re most unhappy about 
that. 

Another story making the rounds in 
recent months (and denied by the band) is 
that when Aerosmith played tapes of their 
forthcoming album for their label rep, the 
new material was met with a less than 
enthusiastic response. While those close 
to the band deny that any friction exists 
between Aerosmith and Geffen, it is 
believed that the label’s reaction sent both 
Tyler and Perry into storms of protest, 
fueling their decision to leave the label 
and go someplace where their artistic 
integrity would be fully appreciated. 


“At this point we're really not doin’ this 
for money,” Tyler said. “We finally have 
some in our pockets after putting most of 
it up our noses for years.” 

By returning to the welcoming arms of 
Columbia, Aerosmith provided the label 
with the perfect opportunity to dredge 
through their vaults and produce Pando- 
ra’s Box. While some have already criti- 
cized the label for their continued release 
of reconstituted Aerosmith product over 
the years (including a previous Greatest 


Hits collection and a pair of Aerosmith » 


Classics live albums), the chance to 
celebrate the band’s return 
home to the label where 


they 
record- 
ed such 
legendary 
albums as 
' Toys In The

was more than they 
could withstand. Still, one 
must tip their hat to the label 
for providing the band’s loyal 
following with some new 
tracks, including A// Your 
Love and Helter Skelter, in 
addition to classics like 
Dream On, Back In The Saddle 
and Walk This Way, on the triple 
CD collection.

Of course, this “ultimate” compilation 
doesn’t feature such recent chart-topping 
hits as Janie’s Got A Gun, Dude (Looks 
Like A Lady), Rag Doll and What It Takes, 
all part of the band’s Geffen recording 
period. So perhaps Pandora’s Box should 
be labelled as “kind of the ultimate” 
Aerosmith collection. Still, before we need 
to spend too much time looking back at 
the band’s history, we've got to remem- 
ber that a new Aerosmith album is on the 
way, hopefully hitting the streets by late 
spring. According to the band members, 
who are keeping an incredibly tight lid on 
their latest venture, the upcoming album 
will present another dose of classic Aero- 
smith. And while there may be a few 
unexpected twists and turns on this forth- 
coming collection, the band will be stickin’ 
to their career-long belief that “if it ain't 
broke, don’t fix it.” 

“Any album we do will sound like 
Aerosmith,” Tyler said.

requests come in for a new 
song, deejays are sticking 
with rock bands that are tried and test- 
ed. That's why the radio is loaded down 
with Guns N’ Roses:andiSkid Row songs. 
Of course, the economy has drastically 
affected record sales as well. With 
layoffs and an uncertain future people 
have stopped spending, and record sales 
plunged 13 percent in 1991. 
“We're in tough times,” insists 
Warrant’s Jani Lane. “A quarter of a mil- 
lion albums today is equal to a platinum 
record two years ago.” 
When 


it comes down to what's going to make 
or break a young band like the Electric 
Boys, MTV still holds a lot of clout, even 
more so than radio, because it’s national 
medium, whereas radio is regionalized 
by city. 

“MTV is very important to breaking a 
band,” confirms Conny. “It’s a fact of 
the music industry right now quite a lot 
of things are controlled through MTV. If 
a band has a really good video and they 
play that a lot on MTV, makes a hell of a 
difference compared to what would 
happen if they wouldn't play a video.” 

Even MTV exposure hasn’t translated 


into major album sales for a variety of 


young bands. A new group like 
Tuff, who got extensive MTV air- 
play with their single / Hate 
Kissing You Goodbye, didn't go 
gold with their debut album 
What Goes Around Comes 
Around, as they most certainly 
would have three years ago. 

“People are not buying luxury 
items, like records right now,” 
notes an, industry insider. “People 
are holding.on to their money until 
they get a feel of where the future 
of the United States is going.” 

In the past, toUring was seen as | 
the way to increase a.group’s expo- 
sure, and subsequently’ increase 
album sales, but that hasn’t been 
the case of late. So many bands go 
out on the road every year-and-a- 
half, that tours by groups like Ratt or 
Poison have become a non-event. As 
well, they’re constantly running live 
videos and televised concerts on MTV, 
and,in-concert material is available on 
home video. You can see virtually any 
band you want without leaving your 
living room, so why go to a show, 
especially if you saw the group last 
year. Tour sales are way, way down. In 
fact, they ve gotten so bad, that before 
David Lee Roth and Cinderella canceled 
their American tour due to lack of sales, 
they were selling two tickets for the 
price of one. Oddly enough, the Grateful 
Dead was the only band (including Guns 
N’ Roses) to have a completely sold out 
tour in 1991, 

“Ten years ago, you could tour and 
make a band big,” recalls Conny. “Now 
you could probably do that as well, but it 
would take so much longer years and 
years, and it’s so much harder to get the 
tours nowadays.” 

Rock and roll in the ‘90s isn’t having 
the overwhelming multi-platinum accep- 
tance that it had in the late ‘80s. 
Mainstay bands like Motley Crue are 
holding their own with Decade Of 
Decadence, and Metallica has estab- 
lished themselves as the unquestionable 
kings of their own genre. But Skid Row’s 
Slave To The Grind, although reaching 
double platinum, isn’t faring as well as 
their quadruple platinum debut. Sales 
are way down for other young groups as 


well. Warrant, Cinderella, The Cult, Alice 
Cooper have all suffered this year. It 
gives the Electric Boys reason for con- 
cern. 

“At this point, I'm concerned about 
what will happen with us,” observes 
Conny. “We have to get on MTV, and 
we have to get a good tour, which is 
really hard in America nowadays. Those 
are two of the major facts that we've got 
to accomplish if we're going to get any- 
where with Groovus Maximus.”

The path to fame and fortune has aod Pree os oe to 
this tall, blond vocalist. Over the last few years he’s fronted his 
own band, Malloy, a group that won over a small but dedicat- MALLOY 
ed cult following in the New York/New Jersey area. But then 
last year, Mitch decided that the only way he was going to 
attain the stellar heights he had in mind was to strike out on 
his own. So casting his band aside, he wrote a series of infec- 
tious, hook laden rockers that showcase his powerful vocal 
style. He hooked up with.some powerful management (the 
same guys who handle Tora Tora and Tyketto) and then signed 
a big-time major label deal. Now’ the fruits of Mitch's efforts 
are available on his debut album, simply titled Mitch Malloy. 

“It is a long way from North Dakota to anywhere,” the blond 
singer said. “But when you have your heart set on being a 
musician you've got to go to where the action is. Living in New 
Jersey allowed me-to stay out of-the Big City, yet be close 
enough to the heart of what was going on.” 

On his debut release, Malloy has shown that he has the 
voice, the material and the look to go a long, long way. But 
despite the “can’t miss” tag that’s already been placed on his 
shoulders, Malloy refuses to lose the small town perspectives 
that he feels will always keep him from taking a wrong turn on 
the tricky rock and roll path.

They 
hit the clubs,.won over their legion of fans, and eventually got a 
record deal- though many of their closest friends wondered if that 
would ever happen considering the band’s eclectic style. But with 
the release of the group’s self-titled debut LP, the Galactic Cowboys . 
prove that while they may be different, they may just be the band 
with something for everyone. 

“We like for people to expect the unexpected,” Sonnier said. 
“Some people just don’t know how to react to us. But that’s the 
way we like it.”

fect football weather. In the lower tier 
of New Jersey’s Giants Stadium, a 
crowd in excess of 76,000 rabid fans 
are fighting and clawing in order to get 
to their seats in time for the kickoff. At 
first he looks like just another face in 
the crowd- a guy wearing old sweat 
pants and a Louisiana State University 
jersey. He’s got big shades covering his 
eyes and his hair is neatly tucked under 
a red cap with the Giants emblem on 
the front. But wait a minute, that’s not 
just another fan, that’s Jon Bon Jovi... 
isn’t it? It takes a second look to con- 
firm the fact that indeed it is none other 
than JBJ himself seated among the 
throng waiting for the game to begin. 

“\ always stay in Jersey for the football 
season,” he explained during a halftime 
conversation. “I’ve got a place in 
California, but if we’re not on the road, 
| want to be here. I’ve been a 
Giants fan all my life. Last 
year | even went 
down to 


y Tampa for the 


Super Bowl. That was 
great. | got to go on the field 
before the game and hang out a bit. 
This year’s a little different because a lot 
of the people | knew like (head coach) 
Bill Parcells and (defensive coordinator) 
Bill Belechek aren’t with the team any- 
more. But | still wouldn’t miss a game.” 
Coming to Giants games is a family 
affair for Jon. He brings along his wife, 
Dorothea, who he insists is a big fan- 
though she looks like she’d rather be 
somewhere else as the temperature 
inside the stadium drops throughout 
the afternoon. And he’s far from the 
celebrity who shows up at big events to 
be seen more than to see. Jon’s seats 
are not the best in the house, and when 
one of his songs blasts through the sta- 
dium public address system during one 
of the frequent commercial breaks, he 
almost cringes. A day at the stadium is 
a low-key day out for Jon, a chance to 
sit with other fans and cheer- just like 
he’s been cheered so many times in the 
past.

“| had the chance to play a concert in 
Giants Stadium a few years ago, and 
that really was something special,” he 
said. “It was great because it was home 
and all my family could come out. But it 
was also great to be in here- I’ve got a 
lot of special memories of this place 
because of the Giants.” 

The conversation slowly drifts away 
from football (the Giants have a 
seemingly comfortable 
lead at halftime, 
though 


they later 
struggle to hold 
on for a victory) and 
towards music. Jon talks about 
his new Jambco Records label, and how 
he’s struggled to get one of his artists, 
Billy Falcon, the kind of recognition he 
thinks he deserves. Then he says how 
thankful he is not to have any of his 
own product on the stands at the 
moment due to the weakness in the 
economy. . 
"It's tough out there,” he said. “I'd 
be scared to have an album out now. It 
seems like a lot of people who've been 


selling a lot of records over the years 


are struggling now. Hopefully things 
will change in the near future.” 


As halftime draws to a close, Jon. 


turns the subject to what he’s been lis- 
tening to. Of course, he never takes a 
Jambco artist out of his CD player, but 
on those rare moments that he does lis- 
ten to something else, he finds himself 
returning continually to Guns N’ Roses’ 
Use Your Illusion collection. Jon 
admits that he’s blown away by the 
variety and power of the material on 
the album. 

“They really took some chances, and 
I've got to respect them for it,” he 
said." That's one of those albums that’s 
doing incredibly well, and it deserves 


every bit of attention it gets. That's a 
great band.” 

Both teams are back on the field, and 
Jon gets ready to return to his seat 
and get back to some seri- 
ous rooting. He’s 
obviously 


cerned about 
the Giants, the 
defending Super Bowl cham- 

pions who've struggled all year to 
regain their championship form. He 
offers a few parting shots at the tenta- 
tive play selection of new head coach 
Ray Handley, while complementing 
new starting quarterback Jeff Hostetler. 

“Hostetler’s been better than | 
thought he’d be,” Jon said. “I've always 
been a big Phil Simms fan, so | was kind 
of surprised when Handley named 
Hostetler the starter. But | think the 
whole offense has been too conserva- 
tive all year. The Giants get a lead in 
almost every game- sometimes a big 
lead- then they sit back, get real conser- 
vative, and sometimes they blow the 
game. That's not the way to play win- 
ning football.” 

Not only is Jon a huge Giants fan- 
he’s also one hell of a nice guy. In fact, 
at one Giants game last year (a victory 
against the Phoenix Cardinals) Jon invit- 
ed a terminally ill fan J.R. Phipps along 
to the game with him. They went onto 
the field together before the game, ate 
their hotdogs and cheered the home 
team on to victory. Not a bad gesture of 
support for one fan’s hero to show. 

“| had heard about his situation, and 
how he was a fan of mine,” Jon said, 
trying to downplay the situation. “| 
thought he might enjoy going to the 
game with me. | think he had a good 
time. Hey, the Giants won, so | know | 
enjoyed it.”

THE STORY BEHIND THE SONG UGLY KID JOE’S “EVERYTHING ABOUT YOU” 


here’s truth to the songwriting adage, “Write about something you know because then you'll have a great song”; 

that’s how Ugly Kid Joe singer Whitfleld Crane IV and guitarist Klaus Eichstadt wrote “Everything About You.” 
Crane said the song’s based on a childhood friend, Farrell T. Smith, “a classically unique person. I’ve always 
enjoyed watching him deal with people, because he’s done a lot of goofy things. Everytime he fell in love with a 
girl, which was everyday, he’d end up getting shined by her. So he’d hurt himself by punching mirrors or smashing 
his head through a window! He’d have to get stitches. We used to steal fire estinguishers that we filled with water 
and pumped up with pressure at the fire and we’d go squirting people rival kids, The Mods. It was a big joke.” 

The most frightening stunts where when the three drove around in Crane’s car,which they named Flash. “We had 
this gun, but it wasn’t a real gun. It made noises like the ones made when you load a rifle. So we drove around 
and pulled up slowly along pedestrians, hung out the window and pumped the rifle. It was pretty funny watching 
people thinking they were gonna be shot—businessmen hit the pavement.” Farrell was always into bratty jokes 
and he’d always say how much he hated things, “It’s how he sees the world. He thinks it’s a funny place. “ But his 
attitude was more tongue-in cheek than viciousness, as shown by the lyrics, “I ain’t wearing no frown.”. 


So one day Klaus started writing the song from Farrell’s point of view and Whitfield joined him. The song helped — 


Ugly Kid Joe get their deal with Stardog/Mercury Records and is getting lots of radio and video play. And even 
though Farrell T. Smith certainly was a troublemaker as a youth with his “ugly friends”, it seems he’s ended up liv- 


ing the good life and making a lot of people happy. Explains Crane, “He’s now a chef in Hawaii.”

any times, this column has noted the emergence of a 

“new generation” of top-rank guitar-makers — that is, 

all those who've come along in the past ten or fifteen 
years, after Gibson and Fender. One of the first of the new gen- 
eration guitar makers, Charvel, remains the leader in the field — 
and we do mean “leader,” since Charvel made its niche with 
sharp-looking, fast-playing and hot-sounding models that rede- 
fined the guitar as a /ead instrument. 

Usually, though, as with all innovative, high-quality gear, 
Charvels cost a pretty penny. So it’s especially nice to be able to 
tell you that now the company has brought its penchant for 
sleek guitars down to earth, with the new CX Series of budget- 
priced guitars and basses. Charvel says that with the CX Series, 
it's “authored a new standard of value in the guitar market.” |. 
And considering Charvel’s accomplishments in the past, that’s [ 
not just idle bragging. 

A close look at the new CX Series shows just how accurate 
Charvel’s claims really are. There are eight models, including the 
CX-290 and 291 pictured here. Both come with strat-style dou- 
ble-cutaway bodies made of basswood — which has now 
become almost universally acknowledged as the best wood with 
which to make electric guitars. That's especially true for lead gui- 
tars, because it’s dense enough to greatly enhance tone and sus- 
tain, yet not so heavy given its high mass that it'll dislocate your 
shoulder over the course of a long, strenuous gig. The guitars 
also have maple necks with rosewood fingerboards, and 
enclosed tuning gears by Gotoh. Both guitars have a traditional- 
style fulcrum tremolo, and master volume and tone control 
knobs, with a five-way blade-style pickup selector. The 291 has 
three Charvei single-coil pickups, and the 290 has two singles 
plus a double-coil humbucker in the lead position and bridge. 
Charvel points our that like all its guitars, the CX models are built 
in the Charvel factory, are subjected to all Charvel quality assur- 
ance checks at every point of production, and that all compo- 
nents and materials used to produce the CX guitars are of the same high quality as those found in more expensive Charvel models. 

For anyone out there with knowledge of Charvel’s rep, and with a limited budget, that ought to be enough to get you running to 
check the CX Series out. But here’s one more thing: the CX-290 and 291 — each available in Midnight Black, Ferrari Red, Snow 
White and Royal Blue Finishes — retail for $299.95.

Metallica fans who own nearly 50 videos 
of the band. The great thing about 
bootlegs is they give diehard fans added 
insight into their favorite bands. The bad 
thing about bootlegs is the poor recording 
quality, ‘cause they're shot from the back 
of the hall! So Metallica is setting aside at 
least 50 seats at shows for video junkies. 
The tickets will be sold in advance of each 
Metallica date at the venue’s box office 
and only to fans who request the “taper’s 
section.” Some traders hate Metallica’s 
idea, citing the lack of rare footage avail- 
able on the band—thus it'll be less expen- 
sive to se/l Metallica videos. Obviously 
Metallica doesn’t care about video makers’ 
profits; they're more concerned with let- 


ting fans shoot the band with little 
obstruction. Notes Ulrich about the fans’ 
videos, “It’s the ultimate souvenir!” Will 
Metallica be using the fan’s videos for their 
next home video like they did in Cliff ‘Em 
All? “It’s doubtful,” said a spokesperson 
for the band. “First of all, we're shooting 
each show, ourselves, every night. 
Another thing is Metallica does one project 
and moves on to the next idea.” And 
we'll just have to keep watching Metallica 
to find out what that is!
